What Are 
Its Objects? 


The business of this Division is to 


enforce food resulations, that is, the 
regulations of the United States Food 
Administration, and, 
through 
the 


counsel, the laws of the State Food 
Commission- As the motive of mating 
a record Is wholiv contrary to all food 
work It is obvious there can be no 
personal advantage to attorneys han- 
dling cases of this nature. The Divi- 
sion has two sides: one is enforce- 
ment, the other advisory. It prepares 
for formal hearings cases passed on 
from the Division of Complaints or 
cases Investigated by its own invesu- 


adjudicated by State Food Adminis- 
trator Treman or the County Adminis- 
trators. Exactly 17 licensees had their 
licenses revoked during these six 
months and 27 licensees have been 
suspended for a period of from one 
day to three months. These figures 
are for 2few York City only. The total 
contribution to war charities has been

tion of contributing $20,000 to the 
Red Cross in lieu of revocation; an- 
other of contributing 525,000 to the ;
